Farmworkers at Gallo voice opinions

The late afternoon drowsiness 
was creeping into my eyes as | 
drove past the sign that said, “E & J 
Gallo Ranch Personnel 
The road was empty except for the 
white Chevy carrying a few Gallo 
farniworkers home 

| had spent the past eight hours 
talking to those workers and hear- 
ing answers that sounded much too 
stereotyped. Some of them seemed 
to like working at Gallo too much 

The white Chevy turned left at 
the corner, and then right into a 
dusty parking jot of a bar. “Louie's 
Hideaway,” the time - worn sign 
said. The sign, much like the 
building, had long since felt the 
tota! coverage of paint. It was now 
chipping at the edges so Louie's 
lacked much of the *L” and the “e”, 
and the apostrophe was gone 

| sat at the stop sign for a second 
and watched the workers climb 
from the Chevy and go through the 
battered screen door. | had spoken 
with two of them earler, one was 
young and seemed like he had more 
to say, but just didn't feel com- 
fortable at Gallo. It was worth a

statute 206 on executive sessions,

“What are you using the camera 
for?” 

“Pictures.” 

“These guys don’t want to have 
their pictures taken, but they may 
talk to you.” 

“Fine, hey, look | don't need to 
have their names either, I just want 
to find out how they feel.” 


according to Hollenback 

“It's a personnel matter,” 
Hollenback said. “I don't have a 
choice: a senator has requested an 
executive session on the matter and 
| have accepted his request.” 

Hollenback said the request for 
an executive session could be over- 
ruled by a simple majority of the 
student senate. “It's their (senate’s) 
decision,” he added 

Dean of Students Norm Better 
told the Hornet April 9 that he per- 
sonally supports an open session, 
but under certain conditions 

Better said when ASI President 
Michael Hackard was impeached 
in 1972 
that the hearings were open to the

He added that if the hearings 
were open, he would favor a 


limited audience (gallery) and 
closed circuit television for those 
students who could not be ac- 
comodated 

No verbal outbursts by the 
audience would be tolerated Better 
said. “Students who disrupt the 
proceedings would be arrested by 
the campus police and suspended 
from school,” Better added 

CSUS President James Bond's 
executive assistant Greg Thatch 
told the Hornet yesterday that 
Hollenback’s decision on the ex- 
ecutive session was legal 


But he agreed that from a policy 
standpoint, Hollenback’s decision 
was questionable The ad- 
ministration will not intervene-on 
behalf of the student body. Thatch 
added

“Nope, the UFW is not going to win 
the election. And like I said, if they do, 


I'm going to quit.” 


“Do you think the election was 
a tair election””

“But. you also support the 
Teamsters right? So would you 
have thought the election was fair, 
had the UFW won?”

“Hey, look, no one forced 
anyone to write what he marked on 
the ballot. The people did it for 
themselves.

“Most of these guys don't speak 
good English.” 

“No, they just don't want to get 
into trouble and they don’t trust 
the newspapers.” 

“Can you help me, like translate 
for me with some of these people, 
just so | can get some other 
opinions?” 

“Sure, il do it, but I don't think 
most of these guys will talk.” 

Three men sitting at the bar, 


able to talk anyway, I might as well 
get to it 

“Do you support the UFW or 
the Teamsters union”” 

The question was translated, 
and the unanimous vote went to 
the Teamsters 

“Why?” 

Most just shrugged — their 
shoulders and in Spanish told the 
man helping me that they had no 
complaints about the Teamsters 
and felt they were being treated 
fairly. Except one man tn a straw 
hat 

“We got no problems with the 
Teamsters,” he said. “They treat us 
good, we get good pay, security 
and don't get hassled by the union, 
not like the UFW did.” 

“What did the UF W do that you 
thought they were hassling you?” 

“When I was working for Gallo 
under the UFW, they would do 
things like make workers take a 
day off and go picket or boycott 
somewhere. And if a worker didn’t 
go, he was fined by the union.” 

“Did you have to do that?” 

“Yeh, they made us spend a 
whole day picketing, because it was 
for the union.” 

“Did you get paid for the day of 
work that you missed?” 


“No, shit, you don’t think that’s 
going to happen do you”™ 

“I don’t know. I'm not sure | 
understand anything.” 

The man was beginning to use 
nis better - than - average 
knowledge of the English 
language. The others still spoke 
Spanish and the younger one tran- 
slated. The views were basically the 
same as the man speaking English, 
but only one other worker there 
had worked for Gallo under the 
UFW contract. The others had 
been there less than two years 


The Gallo strike and Teamsters 
take - over occurred in June 1973. 


“Would you continue to work 
for Gallo if the UF W wins the elec- 
tion?” 

The men at the table looked at 
each other and again shrugged 

Except the one again, “No, I'd 
quit, or they would find a way to 
get rid of me. There would just be 
more hassles and the problems 
would get worse.” 

“Are vou sure?” 

“Yeh, the LFW always causes 
problems.” 

“Why, or 
problems” 

“Oh, they always build things 
up to be bigger than they really are 
sometimes, and they will always be 
against something. That's just the 
way they are.”

I sat back at the bar, asked 
louie for my camera and drank the 
last of my beer. | had stall gotten the 
stereotyped answers from these 
people. Or maybe they were happy 
I picked up my camera, volumes of 
notes and myself and guided my 
Volkswagon back to Sacramento 
through the darkness
